Echo Church reprieved 


It is difficult to think of a community more proud of their heritage than Echo. 

Contrary to what a lot of you may think, Echo is not just a truck stop. Echo City 
was probably one of the most historically significant communities in the settling of 
the West. 

At one fime, boasting one of the first stage stops and pony express stations, Echo 
Canyon was the major East-West trail. Echo also was one of the first major railroad 
interchanges. 

When the slightly less than 100 residents of Echo learned earlier this year of the in-. 
tended sale of the Echo Church-School House-Cemetery by the L.D.S. Church, they 
organized a committee to save the only remaining physical evidence of Historic 
' Echo. ‘

Wright became the Echo Church Restoration Committee and began ‘moving moun- 
tains’. 

A non-profit legal entity, the Echo Community Historical Organization (Echo) 
would like to invite all interested persons to become a part of this challenge. John 
Richins has donated $10,325.00 to the fund, earmarked for purchase of the 
building, but much more is needed. 

$20,000 is needed for immediate repairs. Additional restoration work will be done 
on the building and grounds as funds permit. 

The church house will house a museum to tell the story of historic Echo. Anyone 
wishing to share pictures or artifacts is encouraged to contact a member of the com- 
mittee. They will be displayed with credit to the donor. 

All donations are welcome from under $1.00 to over $1,000. These contributions 
in time, money and effort, will help preserve one of the oldest buildings (1876) left in 
the area.
